Present indications point to 
the return of the administration, the 
Conservative gains not justifying any 
other conclusion. 
_ The standing tonight aiter the count 
is: Unionists 92, Liberals 78, Nation- 
alists 13, Laborites 15. The Conserva- 
tive gain of thirty-seven. \however, is 
not sufficient to justify the opposition 
in their hopes of victory, and the 
result will certainly embarrass the Lib- 
erals iby rendering them absolutely de- 
pendent on the extremist votes by 
placing the balance of power in the 
hands of the Socialists and National- 
iste, who will undoubtedly exact their 
pound of flesh in the shape of reac- 
tionary legislation. 

While it is probable the English 
counties will mainly support the Un- 
jonists, there is little or no dowbt that 
the Scotch and Welsh constituencies 
and those in England wherein Non- 
Conformists predominate wil) —un- 
doubtedly, return their solid votes for 
the administration, and the result will 
he a Liberal triumph, tbut a costly 
one, 

Cenadian Candidate's Success. 

The Canadian candidates, who, irom 
the fact of Canada’s protective prin- 
ciples have ‘been strongly in the light, 
have mét with varied success. Dr. 
McNamara, parliamentary secretary to 
the admiralty, was returned in North 
Camberwell. while in Dulwich division 
of the same constituency, A. Bonar 
Law, his fellew countryman, but po- 
litical] antagonist, was also returned. 
Hamar Greenwood, another Canadian 
exponent of Liberal policies was ‘beat- 
en in York, although his Liberal run- 
ning mate Arnold Rowntree, of 
great cocoa firm, headed the poll. In 
Kast St. Pancreas, one of London’s 
most ‘congested centres, Jos. Martin 
carried the seat, which bad heretofore 
been Liberal, with a decreased ma- 
jority for the government, so he will 
be abie to carry out his threat to re- 
Iuse to vote in the House unless the 
House of Pecrs is abolished. In East 
Finsbury J. A. Baker, another Can 
adian, retained the seat for the gov- 
ernment, 

Few Surprises Monday. 

There cannot be said to have been 
many surprises today. Some expect- 
ed that John Burns, president of the 
local government board, would be de- 
feated in ¢ Battersea division of 
Battersea and Ciapham, ‘but pessimism 
has been prepeat in every election 
since Burns hus been a candidate and 
he himself never had any doubt as

London, Jan. 18—Lioyd-George at Liandving, referring to the 
election results said that protection was already beaten and that the 
Liberal pre-election predictions had so far ‘been fulfilled to the 
figure. (Cheers,) 

Winston Churchill, at Dundee, said that a substantial progres- 
sive majority was assured, the only question was whether its 
strength would be sufficient for the great and unusual] labors and 
for the supreme trials which lay immediately before it. 

Reginald MeKenta, at Newport, said they had exposed a very 
extended front to the enemy and the enemy offered only a_ very 
small face to the attack. The election had gone far enough to as- 
eure a majority for the government. 

Austen Chamberlain said: “The Unionists have recovered from 
the defeat of 1906 and are on the way to victory.” 

Sir Aclund Hood said: “We have done pretty well, but are not 
going to shout before we are out of the woods.” 

The Unionist press generally agrees that the results are not 60 
satisfactory as hoped ior, but they express the greatest faith that the 
counties will inyprove things, The Liberals in no way concede the 
counties and point out that if they do turn back sto Conservatives 
they will be balanced by Scotland and Wales.

SUPREME COURT 


The Judges Sitting en Banc Handed 
Down Decisions ina Number 
of Important Suits.

The sitting of the Supren» Court en 
bane in Edinonton opened thys morning. 
The presiding judges were four, Chiet 
Justice Sifton, and Justices Beck, Har- 
wey The morning session 
was taken up with the reading of judg- 
ments which have been reached during 
the past week by the presiding judges, 

A namber of appeal cases are to be 
heard at this sitting of the court on 
banv. The case of Rex vs. Milrainey is 
the first set down on the list for hear. 
ing. Louis Milrainey appeals from the 
sentence of two years in the peniten- 
tiary for horse stealing passed upon him 
by Chief Justice Sifton at the last erim- 
inal assizes in Edmonton, The appeal is 
taken on the ground that the value of 
the horse alleged to have been stolen by 
him exceeded the amount stated in the 
charge and that he should therefore have 
been tricd by jury. The appeal will be 
heard this afternoon, 

Judgments Handed Down. 

The following judgments were given 
by the court en bane this morning: 

Trotter vs. Cagary Fire olsurance Co., 
Was an action to recover $1,307.07 as he 
ing the defendagt’s proportion of — the 
Joss sustained by a fire which destroyed 
a stock of boots and shoes, store fixtures, 
ete, owned by the defendant, but with 
respect to which he bad made an agree 
ment for sale to one Robertson. The 
trial judge had dismissed the action 
the ground that certain of the statutary 
conditions had not been complied with 
The judgment of the court in appeal was 
Justicn Harvey who held that 
there had been a sufficient compliance 
with all the conditions, and that the 
appeal showld be allowed and judgment 
given for the plaintif? for the amount 
mentioned, 

An Extraordinary Case 

Hellmuth vs. Kaiser was a most extra 
ordinary case, ‘The defendant was Johny

for many years. The plaintiff was com 
paratively speaking o new comer, Neith 
er of the parties spoke English easily. 
The plaintiff? claimed the amount of tw: 
promissory notes for $1,000 each sigued 
Kaiser, clanming that they wer 
signed by the defendant to whem he (the 
plaintiff) had lent the amount. His iden 
tification of the defendant was corre 
berated by his eight year old daughter 
The defendant absolutely denied the re 
coipt of the money on the making of the 
Jnstice Harvey at the trial x 
the plaintiff's story and gave 
judgment in his favor. The court dis 
missed the appeal, Justice Beck dissent- 
Chief Justice Siffon said that i 
was impossible to say that the trial 
judge was wrong. It was a chance be- 
tween two extraordinary states of fart. 
on the one hand that the plaintiff had 
forged the notes with the wrong name 
of the defendant for the purpose of com 
mitting perjury to compel payment by 
the defendant, and on the other that 
the defendant had, finding that th 
plaintiff, a new comer into the country 
had an unexpected hoard took it from 
him deliberately intending to steal 1 
It was impossible to say that Justice 
Harvey was wrong in choosing the al 
ternative he did. Justice Stuart con- 
curred. Justice Beck dissented thinking 
that it might have betn a cuse of mis 
taken identity. 
Sawyer Massey Co. vs. Thibamt. 

This was an appeal from the judgment 
of Justice Beck dismissing action which 
was brought for the purchase price of 
machinery. The defence was that the 
machinery did not comply with the war 
ranty on which sold and the conditions 
set out in the Sales of Goods Act. Tho 
trial judge beld that plaintiffs wore on- 
titled to judgment on their contract but 
that defendant had suffered damages in 
the same amount and dismissed the ac-

tion. 

The plaintiffs appealed and this 
peal was dismissed with costs. The judg- 
ment of the court was delivered by Jus- 
Stuart and concurred in by Chief

OWNED BY CITY 


Proposal Made by President of Lad- 
ies Hospital Aid at Annual 
Meeting. 


The anaual meeting of the. Ladies’ 
Hospital Aid society was heid yeater- 
day afternoon in the schoolroom of 
All Saints church, The chair was oc. 
cupied by Mrs. Arthur Murpliy, the 
president, and there was a large at- 
tendance of the members of the 
society. ‘ 

The outstanding feature of the after. 
noon was the suggestion of the pre- 
sident as outlined in her addtess that 
the public hospital be made an en- 
tirely municipal institution under ..e 
control of the city, similar to the one 
at Saskatoon, the successful operation 
of which was explained at some 
length. 

Another question of considerable im- 
portance to come up for discussion 
was that of representation on the 
board of directors or committee of 
Management of the hospital. Some 
weeks ago a conference was held be- 
tween the directors and the Ladies’ 
Aid and the question was filly oon. 
sidered. 

The hospital board yesterday in a 
letter from A. T. Cushing, the presid- 
ent, enclosing a resolution set out its 
attitude towards the ladies’ requests, 
The board suggested that their desire 
for a more direct voice in the hospt- 
tal control could be obtained, not vy 
representation on the ooard of dir- 
ectors, but by the appointment of a 
committee of management of six 
members, three to be chosen from tune 
directorate and three from the Ladies’ 
aid, on the nomination of their s0e- 


iety, subject to the approval of .e 
hospital board, This committee of 
Management would meet frequently, 


probably twice a month, and report 
both to the board of directors and the 


Ladies’ aid.

The Telegram 
seems to heve discovered that high 
tariff is not a popular cause in the 
West today, and having discovered this 
at deelines to bespeak on behalf of 
Winnipeg the factor which itself and 
its iriends credit with the number and 
success of Canadian manufacturing 
ecneerns elsewhere, 

Mr. Butler has resigned the position 
of deputy minister of railways and 
canals to accept the managership vo 
the” Dotiinion Steel and Coal com- 
any. His salary as deputy minister 
Wav $8,000 per year, As manager cf 
the ‘company he will get $25.000 per 
year. Needless to say he would not

The plain fact 
of the case is that the public want 
men to work for them for less than 
can be got elsewhere. Not atl men 
aré willing to do this and in conse- 
quenee the public get men who are 
Willing to work for the salary offered. 
A company gets the right man, and 
lets him name his own salary. The 
public will have to do the same be- 
fore they will get the same resulta, 

The Farmers’ Advocate says: “Great 
“Britain consumes annually some 250, 
“000,000 bushels of wheat, of which 
“about 50,000,000 bushels are o! do- 
“mestic production. During the past 
“sixty years wheat production thas 
“been steadily decreasing, but if the 

t acreage were brought back to 


“If the tax on foreign wheat were a 
“substantial one it would become pro- 
“fitable to grow wheat on much land 
“on which now it is unprofitable to 
“grow the cereal, In fact it is one 
“of the alaims of the Lwbor party in 
“England that sufficient Jand exists 
“for the production cf wheat jor the 
“entire populace, and that it would 
“be used for this purpose if it were 
“not made the playground of its weal- 
“thy owners,” From this the Advo- 
cate concludes that, “So far as this 
“country is concerned we e«tand most 
“te gain by taxing her food and pro- 


“tecting her industries.”’ This is an 
odd. kind of reasoning. Most of us 
‘had thought thet the amre wheat 


Britain has to import the better for 
Canada, The Advocate thinks the less 
she imports the better for us. 

Dr. Neeley, M.P., of Humboldt, Sas 
katchewan, has given notice of a mo- 
tion to the effect “That in whe opin 
“jon of the House it is desicable, in 
“the interests of the western grain 
“trade, that railways operating: in the 
“provinces vi Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
“and Alberta. be required to turnish 
“storage facilities for grain, the neces 
“sity for such facilities at amy point 
“and the cost of storage to be deter. 
“mined ‘by the ‘board of railway com- 
“massioners.”’) There is reason lin this 
proposal, It is somewhat along the 
line of present ‘practice regarding oth- 
er classes of freight. The railway com- 


pany is required to furnish freight 
sheds for the tempprary shelter of 
freight to be forwarded over their 


lines, or which has ‘been brought over 
them. If the only purpose of a ware- 
house were to temporarily shelter grain 
until it could be forwarded it would 
be equally the ‘business of the con» 
pany to provide the warehouse. If 
each farmer had a granary for storing 
his grain until prepared to forward it, 
as the merchant has his private ware- 
house for the storing of his goods, the 
companies might quite properly ibe 
to provide warehouses jor 
temporarily housing it and for loading 
it into cars. But to compe? them to 
provide warehouses for storing grain 
until the owners were ready to have 
it forwarded different. 
Goods are of course sometimes stored 
for a time in a freight shed, but that 
is not the purpose of the shed. It is 
supposed to correspond to the waiting 
rooms in a passenger station, where 
people do not take up a prolonged stay 
but only tarry while waiting for trains. 
Despite this difference, in a country 
where the grain trade is mostly an 
export trade and where soqner or later 
the bulk of the grain must be shipped, 
it would more in line 
With the business of the railway com- 
panies to provide elevators than with 
that of any other party save the own 
ers of the grain themselves. If the 
companies were required to do this,

the operation of the warehouses would 
of course come under the supervisié 
of the Railway Commission.

MADE IN CANADA, 

Toronto Star—The Hon, George E. 
Foster protests against the statement 
that Canadian liberties were wrested 
irom Great Britain. An error may 
easily be made by failing to distin. 
guish between Great Britain and the 
governing classes of Great Britain. It 
is a matter of history that nearly all 
the leading statesmen of Great Britain 
Were at one time @pposed to the grant- 
ing of responsible government in Can- 
ada. In dis fight with Baldwin, La- 
fontaine, and the other advocates of 
responsible government, Governor 
Metcalfe was warmly supported by 
Peel and his colleagues, and when 
the mater was brought up in the Biit- 
ish parliament hardly a voice was 
heard on the other side, 

But these men were not the people 
of Great Britain; they rest from their 
labors and it would be silly to bear 
# grudge against them. They were 
able and upright men, but they were 
entirely wrong in their judgment upon 
Canadian affairs. The aystem of per- 
sonal government which they upheld 
broke down in practice, and the eys- 
tem which they, feared and distrasted 
is that under which we now Nve and 
prosper. 

All this simply shows that governing 
classes are often wrong, aiid doubly 
likely to ‘he wrong when they. try to 
govern distant dependencies ihom a 
centre, Responsible government for 
Canada was a Canadian idea, There 
are disputes as to who is the author of 
the report, ‘but whoever is to 
be ¢redited-with its classic and round. 
ed periods, its ideas came from Can- 
ada, and were familiar to men like 
Mackenzic, Hincks, and Baldwin long 
before Lord Durham's arrival. Co! 
onial self-government was “made iin 
Canada,” and we see no disloyalty in 
saying 80.

FIGURES IN BRITAIN’S FIGHT 


NUMBER TWE 


Lord Northcliffe is a gamester in poli-; 
ties. He cares forthe stakes, not for the 
game. He has really no grasp on political 
problems. His intellectual equipment 1s 
not of the sort that understands the 
science of government. His interest in 
the preesnt campaign is wholly personal, 
not of deliberate choice, but because he 
has no other standpoint from which to 
view any question. He may talk the 
lingo of the Imperialists, but for him 
the Empire has no real existence apart 
from the opportunities it may offer for 
his exploitations. He once confessed to 
a friend of mine that he knew nothing 
at all about the economic or political 
value of a policy; all he asked was whe- 
ther a thing would go with the crowd. 
His level is the level of the crowd, His 
ambition is to play the part of a czar. 
The instrument of his exploitation is 
the Press, 

There is in the present campaign 
greater menace to the welfare of Great 
Britain than the Press as manipulated 
by Lord Northcliffe. He plays it as a 
gambler plays the stock market. He 
cares nothing for values, but only for 
prices. He has “cornered” several doz- 
en of the daily newspapers of Britain; 
thirty-nine was the number given me in 
July. One of his latest and most signifi- 
cant prizes was The London Times, in 
the securing of which he “euchred”’ Mr. 
C, Arthur Pearson of The Standard, His 
chief organ is The Daily Mail, which 
boasts “daily circulation five times as 
large as that of any penny London 
morning journal,”” It is the very worst 
example of “yellow” journalism Britain 
can show. It is a morning halfpenny. It 
is read by the million. It provides the 
opinions and the prejudices for the un- 
informed and unthinking masses. The 
editorial page of the Times is too digni- 
fied and too dull, and is read by too 
few people to do much harm even if it 
were wrong. But The Daily Mail with 
more than twenty times the circulation 
of its once dignified and once truly aris- 
tocratic ally, is tuned to stir the worst 
social and political passions of the un- 
educated English multitude. The Times 
does the classical drama for the “saving 
remnant."’ The Daily Mail does vaude- 
ville and music hall turns for the ‘mil- 
lion gods of the gallery.” 

The cynicism of Northciffe's policy 
cynicism implies intellectual quality and 
is therefore scarcely the word—is seen 
in the direct contradiction of one of his 
journals by another In London he ad- 
vocates one thing, in Glasgow another, 
and in the Midlands a third, As between 
Free Trade and Protection he really 
cares nothing. His journals advocate 
either or both, according as the opinion 
of the crowd seems to go. The Daily 
Mail mocked at Tariff Reform, and ‘n 
one night turned over and began to 
mock at Free Trade. He joined hands 
with Mr. Joseph Chamberlain to make 
a campaign for Protection, and for that 
reason he bought up and swung into line 
newspapers that for a generation advo- 
cated Free Trade. He was then Alfred 
Harmsworth, So successful was he, and 
so strong did he make himself with the 
Chamberlain wing of the Conservative 
party, that in 1904, while he was still 
under forty, he was made Sir Alfred 
Harmsworth, and on the eve of the de- 
feat of the Balfour government in 1905; 
he became ‘Lord Northcliffe, first Baron 
of Isle of Thanet.” .

I found distrust of Northeliffe. Men who 
in the exigencies of party politics have 
to flake cmmon cause with him and his 
papers have no confidence in him and 
are never surprised by a breach of faith. 
Dignified and responsible paper like The 
Daily Telegraph and The Morning Post 
fairly loathe the sensational methods 
of The Daily Mail. They knew he has 
dene move—he and his allies in polities 
-——to bedevil both journalism and public 
life than any one other influence. He is 
without intellectual culture or real re- 
finement himself, and his journalistic 
contemporaries say his principles are as 
adjustable as those of a South Sea pir

ate or a stock market gambler, Of these 
personal features To kiow nothing, be- 
yond the common talk in Londn news- 
paper circles, What 1 saw of him at 
the Press Conference put him in a class 
by himself, 

The incurable fakir-spirit of the man | 
was illustrated when be was in Can-} 
ada a few month age. He did some fish- 
ing in British Columbia, and for the 
purposes of fish-story evidence at home 
he had one catch photographed. He held 
the fish at full arm’s length in the fore- 
ground against the camera. By so put-, 
ting the fish out of focus he wade it ap. | 
pear in the photograph enormously mag- 
nified. What he did with the fish he 
does with everything.

Not sordid merely, but 
dangerous, a destroyer of every high 
political ideal and a menace to all! peace- 
ful international relations. 

Again and again did I hear men of the 
highest standing and sobevest judyment 
in Britain say that it would bea marvel 
if relations with Germany were ot 
strained until war became inevitabk as 
a direct result of the war-scare c¢em- 
paign inaugurated and carried on with 
the most reckless and maddening iv- 
genuity by the Northcliffe syndicate of 


‘mewspapers, Where his character and 


methods are not known—in Germany 
and in Canada~the news despatches and 
editorial opinions of his journals are 
taken as expressing English opinion. 
That was the case just a year ago, when 
even the steadiest men in Britain were 
made apprehensive. He is playing the 
same game in the present election cam- 
paign, 

In the British campaign there 
nothifg more shocking to sane Imperial 
feeling in Canada than Lord © North- 
cliffe’s utterly wicked and mischievous 
incitement of anti-German wart-passion. 
Here is a Peer of the Realm, the posed

bottomless Tophet of Birtish polities. And 
this trresponsible revolutionist is engag- 
ed by Lord Northcliffe to write day 
after day for The Daily Mail the most 
super-heated war-scare shrieking ‘hat 
was ever given type outside revolution- 
ist journalism, Every sentence is drawn 
to inflame street passion in England, 
and, when republished in German news- 
papers, to incite Anglophobia into a 
rage, With a kind of gloating Lord 
Northeliffe’s journal quotes the sensa- 
ticenal comments of the Germans Press. 
He cares nothing at all that he is scat- 
tering firebrands among the powder 
magazines of European politics so long 
as his halfpenny journal can boast 
“daily circulation five times as large as 
that of any penny London morning jour- 
nal.” 

The humiliation cf politics in Britain 
today is that a great party, which once 
helieved itself to have been ordained f 
heaven io rule the English people and 
once was led by statesmen and guided 
by patriots, is now, in this the hour of 
national peril, at the mercy of a_ politi- 
cal opportunist like Joseph Chamber- 
lain, a journalistic adventurer like Al- 
fred Harmsworth, and a revolutionary 
penny-a-liner like Robert Blatchford.
